Boys Were Hunting on Prairie Three 


Miles East of City When Fatal 


Accident Happened. 


On Sunday afternoon occurred the 
first hunting fatality of the season ii 
the vicinity of Janesville, when Frank 
H. Francis, aged twenty-live, was shot 
and instantly killed by the accidental 
discharge of a gun in the bands ot 
Eugene .Rich, aged fourteen. The en 
tire charge in a heavy 
shell 
tore 


through the head of Francis, making 
a wicked hole, and 
scattering his 
brains, death 
being instantaneous, 
Francis 
dropping 
back without 
moan. 


Francis lived with his father at No. 
5 Harrison street and has recently 
been employed in tlfe construction oi 
the Milwaukee street bridge. Eugent 
Rich is the son of Mrs. Jacob Stern. 
717 Court street. 
The two had left 
the city shortly after one o'clock on 
a hunting trip. 
They had proceeded 


out Ruger avenue and finding game 
scarce had amused themselves 
tv 
shooting at fence posts, corn shockt 
and other inanimate objects. 


Reaching the Charles Ilubel farm, 
three miles from the c'.ty, they sat 
down in the corn field, Francis being 
on one side of a corn shock and Rich 
on the other. A flock of geese made,- 
their appearance and Francis, with 
out rising from his seat, fired one 
shot at them from the single barrel 
gun he was carrying. 
Young Rich 
also took a shot and in throwing open 
the breech of his gun, a cheap affair, 
to place a heavier-loaded shell in, evi- 
dently snapped the trigger and the 
whole charge passed through Francis' 
head: 


Horror-stricken at the result of his 
carelessness, 
young 
Rich 
started I 
across the fields towards the nearest,' 
house to summon aid. No one being' 
home-the._yo«th..rtas'Jed down the road 
toward the Godfrey farm, where he 
saw an automobile standing. 
When 
he arrived- there he was in such a 
state of terror, .he'-could -not/intelli- 
gently make known his errand for 
some minutes, the men believing Cie 


the shell was exploded with fatal re- 
sults. 


One of t'he hardest tasks 
of the 


sheriff and district attorney was noti- 
fying Francis' aged parent 
of 
his 


son's death. The elder Francis is al- 
most helpless from paralysis and his 
son was his sole support. The aged 
man 
listened 
with 
horror-stricken 
eyes to the story of his son's death 
and then broke down completely, his 
condition being most pitiful. 
The re- 
mains of Francis were brought to the 
city and taken to Nelson's morgue. 


Aside 
fiom 
his 
father, 
diaries 
Francis, t'.ie deceased leaves to mourn 
his loss two sisters, Mrs. Elsie Blem- 
ish of St. Louis, and Mrs. Pear] Dick- 
enson of Rock-ford, and an uncle, V. 
H. Francis, who res':d3s on Milwaukee 
avenue adjoining the Charles Francis 
home.

Maggie Knight, who was. found late 
Saturday afternoon in an abandoned 
shed on the. Joseph Fisher farm on 
the Hanover road, three miles south o 
Janesville, is reported much improved 
today in spite oil the terrible exposure 
and physicians say that she will prob 
ably be able to be up in several days 
ForTive days the'woman remainet 


in a deserted corncrib and according 
to her own story was unconscious dur 
ing the entire time. 
She wore but a 


light calico dress and summer-weight 
underwear. 
She had only 'the cold 


damp ground for a bed and nothing 
for covering. 
That she lived to tell 


the experience is remarkable and if 
due, 
no doubt, in part, to her un- 


sound mental 'condition. 


The Knight woman was found by 
Corrine Acheson and Merle Brown, 
two small girls, the former being the 
daughter of Robert Acheson, who re- 
sides on the Fisher farm. They were 
attracted by'the woman's cries when 
she recovered consciousness and at 
once 
summoned aid. In a pitable 


plight, lips and face swollen and pur- 
ple from exposure to cold and lack of 
water, the sick woman was taken 'to 
the Acheson home where 
she 
was 
later identified by Patrick Conway, a 
former Footville man, who lives at the 
home of Michael Finley. 
The relatives (at Footville were at 
once notified and medical 
aid 
was

Knight, a sister. . Although , it

feared Saturday night'.that the woman 
would not live, it.was thought best to 
remove here to her home at Footville.

The F_isher farm is some six or 


seven miles from Footville. .The girl 
left home last Monday fabout supper 
time and wandered- through the rain 
and darkness until she came to this 
deserted corncrib, which stands some 
distance from the other buildings on 
the Fisher place. She told today 'of 
seeking shelter in this old shed. 'Her 
clothes were soaking wet, she said 
arid she was tired. 
She took off .her 
shoes' and stockings and wrung the 
water i out of her clothing, which is 
the last she remembers 
until 
she 
regained consciousness on Saturday. 
She was very thirsty and called out 
to the two girls to bring her a drink 
ot water. 
She remembered nothing 
alter she was /taken to the Acheson 
home. 


That the woman could remain for 
nearly a week in the building without 
discovery, is accounted Cor by the fact 
that the shed /in which she took ref- 
uge is an old one, practically never 
used. It stands near the road hut the 
door had been closed so that persons 
passing on the highway did not dis- 
cover the (fact that the shed held an 
occupant.

With the 
Republican 
party, split 
Walsh, the Democratic candidate, was 
generally picked as an easy winner be 
fore Foss got into the race. But it is 
difficult for disinterested observers to 
escape the conclusion that a man who 
has been three times elected gover 
nor by the Democratic party and who 
runs as an independent because he 
had a falling out with the party "ma 
chine," among other reasons, will no\ 
draw a large number of Democratic 
votes from the regular nominee of thai 
party. 
It is considered likely, more- 
over, that many business men irres- 
pective of party will vote for Foss be- 
cause of his challenge by word and 
deed to organized labor. 
The possibility of Foss cutting into

preted far and wide as evidence of. the 
temporary character .of the third party 
and will have an important bearing on 
the situation involving the congres- 
sional campaign of next year, not to 
speak of the presidential contest in 
1916. 
With a full realization of the 
importance of the 
campaign

respect, both the Republicans and the 
Progressives have brought their lead- 
ers of national prominence into the 
contest. 


If the Democrats win under the cir- 
cumstances it will not be a matter of 
tremendous import, for the Democrats 
have been electing their gubernatorial 
ticket with considerable regularity for

He was concerned lest 
he outcome would be a disagreement 
and in the court room Saturday after- 
noon seemed much distressed when it 
seemed almost1 inevitable that his case 
must be tried again.

Perruccio calmly discussed his case 
at his cell in the county jail' on Sun- 
day. 
He was disappointed, ht said, at 
the jury's verdict. 
"I ani sorry," he 


continued, "that Polachi is dead, and 
that I shot him, but I think my act 
was justifiable and I felt .sure that 
the jury would acquit me of murder."

ing engaged to make them of each 
of the successive presidents.

States met it authorized the Secretary 
of the Treasury, Alexander Hamilton, 


to see that a medal was made of 
Georg'e Washington; and from that 
day to this each Secretary of that de- 
partment of Government has had a 
medal made of the President in whose 
cabinet hii served. 


The medal of Washington was made 


by an engrave™ named Duvlvior, the 
most expert' in all Prance. 
It 
is 


throe inches in diameter and, on its 
obverse side bears a bust of the Fa- 
ther of his Country In profile, and 
the inscription, "George Washington, 
President of the United States, 1789." 


On the reverse side appear two 


clasped hands, one that of an Indian, 
the other that of a "colonial officer; 
a tomahawk and a calumet of peace, 
crossed; and the inscription, "Peace 
and Friendship.'' 
Numbers of these 


were struck off and given to the In- 
dians as token of the white man's 
friendship for them. 


The medal of President Lincoln is 


particularly

said, a remarkable likeness. It shows 
his rugged features in profile and 
bears the simple inscription, "Abra- 
ham Lincoln."

and instantly killed by the accidental 
discharge of a gun in the hands ot 
Eugene Rich, aged fourteen.

trains, death 
being 
instantaneous, 
Francis 
dropping 
back without

moan. 


Francis lived with his father at No. 
5 Harrison street and has recently 
been employed in the construction, of 
the Milwaukee street bridge. Eugene 
Rich is the son of Mrs. Jacob Stern, 
717 Court street. 
The two had left 
the city shortly after one o'clock on 
a hunting trip. They had proceeded 
out Ruger avenue and finding game 
scarce had amused themselves 
by 
shooting at fence posts, corn shockb 
and other inanimate objects. 
Reaching the Charles Hubel farm. 
three miles from the city, they sat 
down in the corn field, Francis being 
on one side of a corn shock and Rich 
on the other. A flock of geese made 
their appearance and Francis, with- 
out rising from his seat, fired one 
shot at them from the single barrel 
gun he was carrying. 
Young Rich, 
also took a shot and in throwing open 
the breech of his gun, a cheap affair, 
to place a heavier-loaded shell in, evi- 
dently snapped the trigger and the 
whole charge passed through Francis' 
head. 


Horror-stricken at the result of his 
carelessness, 
young 
Rich 
started 
across the fields towards the nearest 
house to summon aid. No one being 
home the youth dashed down the road 


toward the Godfrey farm, where he 
saw an automobile standing. When 
ho arrived there he was in such a 
state of terror he could not intelli- 
gently make known his errand for 
some minutes, the men believing 'he 
had been injured himself. 
He man- 
aged, however, to tell of the fatal 
accident and the men hastened back 
to the field to find Francis lying just 
as he fell back.

Tn loading his gun he had 
pointed it carelessly toward Francis 
and the safety pin failing to catch, 
the shell was exploded with fatal re- 
sults. 
One of the hardest tasks of the 


sheriff and district attorney was noti- 
fying Francis' aged parent 
of

son's death. The elder Francis is al- 
most helpless from paralysis and his 
son WPS his sole support.

BRITISH SHIPOWNERS 


READY FOR OPENING 


OF GREAT WATERWAY 


All Large Steamship Companies Have 


Either Added to Their Tonnage or 


Prepared to Do So. 


[HV ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


London, Nov 1.—British shipowners 


and merchants, 
in every line of pro 
duce and manufacture, have carefully 
laid plans for any 
change that will 


come over the trade of the world as a 
result of the opening of the Panama 
Canal. 


All the big shipping companies th;it 


have interests in the countries direct- 
ly benefited by the new waterway have 
either added to their tonnage or made 
preparations for 
doing so, and 
in 
every case it will be found that the 
steamers built or building are general- 
ly of the size considered most suit- 
able for the transit of the canal. Coal- 
ing stations also are being arranged 
for in order that steamers using the 
canal may coal, if necessary, between 
Colon and 
England, 
and generally 
speaking, everything possible is being 
done to enable England to hold the 
supremacy she has 
attained in the 
world's maritime trade. 
Englishmen, however, always 
con- 
servative, do not believe that the revo- 
lution will be an immediate one. They 
are planning- for a gradual expansion 
of trade which the ships now in ex- 
istence or in prospect will be quite 
able to take care of. Probably one of 
the best authorities on this question 
is Major E. R. Jones, formrely Ameri- 
can Consul at Cardiff, who for many 
years has 
been 
editor of "Shipping 
World." 
In a recent interview Major 
Jones said: 
"Several 
of our 
leading 
British 
shipowners trading with the Central 
American states on the Pacific have 
milt and are building ships to meet 
:he business which the Panama route 
s expected 
to create especially be- 
tween the 
Atlantic 
and Pacific. 
In 
doing this they have ignored the possi- 
Jility of the granting of preferential 
canal tolls to American coasting ton- 
nage using the canal. 
They'frankly 


believe that the 
United States will 
never carry out this idea. Should they 
ie right, and the tonnage ready to use 
;he canal the first year be 10,500,000 
tons and the tolls $1.25 a ton, the in- 
come will lie sufffficient to meet the 
nterest 
charges 
and 
working ex- 
lenses. Should the American coastting 
:onnage, however, be exempt 
from 
tolls the 
whole of the interest and 
working 
expenses 
will 
fall 
upon 


foreign, principally British, 
shipown- 
:rs, and this of course 
would place 
them at a disadvantage. 
"The dominating factors governing 
.he traffic of the Panama Canal will 
ie distances and expense; that is to 
say, tolls and dues, and consideration 
of these will often turn the scale' in 
:avor of either the Suez or the Pana- 
ma route. As I have already indi- 
cated, the Panama 
tolls are' to be 
$1.2a per ton. The Suez dues on ships 
vith cargo are 6.25 francs 
($1.25) at 
present, but ships in ballast are allow- 
ed a rebate of 2.50 francs (50) cents 
)cr ton "on full transit rate." Particu- 
ars as to charges and navigation rules 
for the Panama Canal are not yet pub'- 
isherl: therefore comparisons are not 
possible. 
But as far 
as they 
are 
cnown they are in favor of the Suez 
canal. It should be rememebered al- 
50 that as the profits increase the ton- 
nage 
charges 
are reduced 
by the 
Suez. Whether 
this policy may 
be 
iracticable after the opening of the 
3anama Canal, when a good deal of 
.onna.ee may be withdrawn from the 
Suez waterway, remains to be seen. 
"Should the proposed immunity of 
American coasting tonnage from' ca- 
nal tolls be maintained and I do not 
liink it will, then the Suez route will 
ihvays get the benefit of the doubt 
n respect of cost and distance. This 
vill apply to all Asiatic ports west 
of Japan: practically 
all Auatra'lan 
inrts and Manila, yes, and mny ports 
of New Zealand and 
Japan 
where 


.he distance only slijrhtly favors Pan- 
ima. 


"It goes without spying that as a 
general proposition, the 
benefits 
of 
'lie Panama route will be greatest for 
:be countries and centres where the 
listance saved 
is the most. It

ows therefore that

continent: Canada, the TJnite.fl States. 
Mexico, the

South America, on both oceans, and 
he West India Islands, will be the 
greatest beneficiaries. 


"Of course nothing; but 
good can 
ome to the manufacturers and con- 
sumers of the British Isles from the 
ibundant success 
of the Panama 
panal. 
Our exports to the markets

manufacturers; the

cargo is 
'oocl supplies and raw 
material, so 
joth classes 
wiU 
benefit.

mean, too, a multiplication of British

row, is awaited with an interest sur- 
passing that felt in the Bay State in a 
long time. 


Seven candidates are contesting for 


the governorship. .Governor Eugene 
N. Foss, now finishing his third term 
is seeking re-election as an independ- 
ent candidate. The Republican nomi- 
nee is Congressman Augustus P. Gard- 
ner, well remembered as one of the 
leaders o£ the 
insurgent 
movement 
against Speaker Cannon. The Demo- 
cratic 
standard-bearer 
is David 
I. 
Walsh, the present lieutenant gover- 
nor. 
Charles 
S. Bird, a 
millionaire 
of Walpole, who heads the Progressive 
ticket, completes the list of those in 
the running. The Prohibition, Socail 
ist- and 
Socialist Labor parties have 
named candidates, but they are not ex- 
pected to figure conspicuously in the 
results. 
The six parties have candidates for 
all state offices, but the Democratic 
and Republican parties are the only 
ones that have candidates in all the 
senate and representative 
districts. 


In. some 
of_. the 
representative dis- 
:ricts the Progressives have indorsed 
the Democratic candidates. 
The independent candidacy of Gov- 
rnor Foss, who filed his nomination 
papers only an hour before the legal 
;inie limit 
expired, complicated the 
situation to such an extent as to ren- 
der all forecasts of the election re- 
sults little better than guesswork. 
With the 
Republican party split, 
Walsh, the Democratic candidate, was 
generally picked as an easy winner be- 
:'ore Foss got into the race. But it is 
difficult for disinterested observers to 
;scape the conclusion that a man who 
las been three times elected gover- 
nor by the Democratic party .and who 
•uns as an independent because he 
iad a falling out with the party "ma- 
chine," among other reasons, will not 
draw a large number of Democratic 
votes from the regular nominee of that 
party. It is considered likely, more 
over, that many business men irres- 
pective of party will vote for Foss be- 
cause of his challenge by word and 
deed to organized labor.

With former President Roosevelt far 
iway from the country the ability, of 
.he Progressive party to stand alone 
s put to its severest test. A good 
showing at the polls will augur well

TRUSTS AND COMBINES. 


In this age of concentration, where 


efficiency is the watchword, combina- 
tions of capital and energy are of 
frequent occurrence, and monopoly is 
the natural result. 
The notion has 


become popular that all monopolies 
are corrupt and burdensome, and so 
our law-makers, both state and na- 
tional, seek to curb and regulate, in 
the interests of public welfare. 


The federal government created a 


new office, a time ago, and the new 
administration filled it by. appointing 
Joseph E. Davies of Madison as com- 
missioner of corporations. The duties 
are to study industrial conditions and 
their relations to organized capital, 
•with a view to securing safe and sane 
legislation. 
Mr. Davies made his maiden speech 


before the National 
Association of 
Hardware Manufacturers at Atlantic 
City last Friday. He laid down the 
principle that it is possible to "bust 
trusts" without stopping 
industrial 


development" and freedom. He said 
President Wilson's mind is still open 
on the trust question, but that he is 
backing the bureau of corporations 
investigation "with a view to estab- 
lishing the best possible industrial 
system in the United States." 


• The program of the next session of 
cottgress will deal largely with trust 
Questions, Davies said, but whether it 
will advocate destruction or control 
of monopoly will rest with the deter- 
mination of the question, "Does mon- 
opoly or competition afford the fair- 
est, best system for all the people?" 


Monopoly's vast hold on the coun- 


try was depicted by Davies in figures 
showing that 200 corporations, owning 
$22,500,000,000, have c'ome into exist- 
ence in the last fifteen years. 
This 


means 200 artificial persons, one ten- 
thousandth of 1 per cent of the na- 
tural persons of this country, own 
three times as much .wealth as the 
entire country owned in 1850, he said. 


"The so-called trust problem," said 
Davies. "is nothing more or less than 
the problem of what shall be the just, 
fair, and scientific attitude of govern- 
ment. :n the interests of society, to- 
ward industry and business 
in its 


present sfge of evolution." 
.. 
"What sha1! be done to preserve 


•freedom of oirnortunity for business 
is the problem congress will address 
itself-to in the immediate future." he 
.declared. "The efficiency of an indus- 
trial system .-.wilL.be finally gauged 
"jtiy the people, in a large measure, by 
tie difference in the cost of what 
they buy." 


Answering claims that it is .impos- 
sible to crush monopoly, Davies said: 


"Because a condition exists is not 


conclusive that it is the result' of 
fundamental natural and economic 
laws. 
Civilization "would be a lie if 


after bringing these institutions fnto 
'.being it could not deflect their power 
so they would not become a Franken- 
stein to destroy the liberties of men." 


Davies called upon the country's 
business men for co-operation in the 
investigation and said in conclusion 
that the government seeks only an 
industrial freedom based on efficiency. 
I'mstice, forbearance, so "our children 
snail be men. not slaves to an indus- 
trial hierarchy or a governmental 
desnotism." 


The address throughout was a con- 


servative statement of conditions as 


they appear to the mind of a reform- 
er, with no very well defined ideas of 
a remedy for an evil which, may or 
may not exist. 


The statement thnt two 
hundred 


corporations, owning some twenty-two 
billions in property, represent "arti- 
ficial persons'," would seem at first 
flush a little startling, but the thought 
comes back that these corporations 
are simply the agents and servants of 
a great army of stockholders who are 
in no sense "artificial." 


The spirit of regulation and con- 


trol, just now so dominant, magnifies 
conditions, and in directing attention 
to "big business," 
and the rapid 


strides which it has made through in- 
telligent co-operation, overlooks the 
fact that general prosperity has pre- 
vailed, and that while large t'6rtunes 
have accumulated, the rank and file 
have gleaned to advantage. 


It is well to remember, in these 


piping times of reform, that fifty-two 
per cent of the American voters are 
taxpayers, while seventy-five per cent 
are providing for a rainy day through 
savings banks or life insurance. 


Not a bad record, in spite of calam- 


ity howlers and political reformers, 
who seek to array the masses against 
the classes, through odious compari- 
sons. 


The American, people would be des- 


titute- of a grievance today, if let 
alone, and by the same token the 
business of the country, both large 
and small, would jog along without 
a murmur. 


What the country needs is less 


regulation and more encouragement, 
pn the part of public servants elected 
to serve, and not to annoy. 


ONE MISTAKE. 


Already the democrats arc- discov- 


ering mistakes in their recent tariff 
law that bids fair to either make or 
break the democratic party. 
It was 


not until after 
the bill 
had been 


passed, had been signed and become 
a law," that President Wilson or ihis 
advisors really recognized the error 
they had made by the -five ,per cent 
clause in the law. Then the mistake 
was pointed out to the President by 
the newspaper men at their Monday 
morning conference at the White 
House. 
President 
Wilson seemed 


much surprised at the first intima- 
tion he 'had of the possible result of 
the particular clause and it is now 
intimated that in December congress 
will seek to remedy it. 
The Chris- 


tian Science Monitor says that it is 
reported with seeming 'authority that 
when congress shall meet in regular 
session in December, President Wil- 
son will communicate to it a recom- 
mendation that the 5 per cent prefer- 
ential clause in the new tariff law be 
nullified by legislative action. 
It is 


nullified at present by executive or- 
der, Secretary of the 'Treasury Me- 
Adoo having suspended its operation. 
The state department, also, has gone 
on 
record 
against 
it. The under- 


standing is that Attorney General 
McReynolds will confirm the action 
already taken and that his opinion 
will accompany the President's mes- 
iage on the subject. 
Apparently it 


las proved impossible for the admin- 
istration 
to 
reach any other con- 


clusion than that the clause could not 
be made operative without involving 
•he government in serious complica- 
tions. 
Goods brought to the "United 


States in American bottoms, that is, 
could not be granted a discount de- 
nied to goods brought in other ves- 
sels without, upsetting existing com- 
mercial treaties with several nations, 
and among these some of the most 
important. 


The motive prompting the insertion 


of the clause was that it might oper- 
ate to encourage the employment of 
American 
bottoms 
in 
ocean com- 


merce, and thereby 
assist in the 


restoration of the nation's merchant 
marine. By giving a special discount 
to all merchandise shipped in Ameri- 
can vessels, so it was figured, capital 
would be encouraged through an in- 
creased demand for the service of 
these vessels to engage in the con- 
struction of American ships. Thus a 
languishing industry would be re- 
vived. 
But tin 
fact that 
treaties 


existed betwppn the 
United States 


and certain other countries, in which 
both parties to the contract were ob- 
ligated to givr each other'all prefer- 
ences granted the "most favored na- 
tion," was lost sight of. It is appar- 
ent now that there must be no dis- 
crimination against the treaty na- 
tions or 
all tariff duties must be 


scaled down 5 per cent, thus making 
the present low rates still lower and 
involving a loss to,the revenues, or 
the tariff law must be amended . so 
that no provision contained in it .can 
be interpreted to impair the treaty or 
treaty rights of any nation' having 
commercial relations, with the United 
States. The latter is presumably the 
course that will be taken.

Judge Grimm Givea Kindly Advice t 


Defendant—Jury Out Nearly 


Twentye-lflht Hours. 


Joseph Perruccio of Beloit, foum 


guilty late b^.-urday afternoon of mak 
ing a murderous assault upon Tonj 
Dragona on October 14, but acquitted 
of the murder of Alisandro Polachi 


I was 
sentenced 
by 
Judge 
Georg 


; Grimm this afternoon to five years 
i imprisonment in the state's prison a 
, Waupun. 
The verdict of the jury was brough 


in at about 5:30 o'clock Saturday al 
ter they had been out nearly twenty 
eight hours. 
Perruccio received t.ie 


sentence with great emotion and let 
the court room with his face flushed 
and weeping. 
Attorney C. D. Rosa of Beloit, wh 


with Attorney T. S. Nolan of this citj 
defended Perruccio, was the only one 
to respond when Judge Grimm askea 
before passing sentence, if any of tlr 
counsel had suggestions to make. H 
said that during the time 'he had been 
associated with the defendant while 
preparing his case, he had become 
convinced of his fundamentally good 
character. 
He had rather have seen him con 
victed of manslaughter than of the. 
crime of which he was convicted as 
he had not believed in his own heart 
that the defendant was guilty of it 
Perruccio had already suffered a great 
deal for what he had done and he was 
sure he would never repeat the 01 
fense. 
"When I stop to think over the tes 


timouy that has been presented anc 
the circumstances under which you 
shot two'men 1 sometimes think that 
Divine Providence 
is kinder thai 


man. 
It is only because of the fact 


that the second man you shot was 1101 
killed tiiat you have not been con 
victed of murder in/at least the sec- 
ond degree. 
As to the actual face 
whether or not you committed mur- 
der no one knows but yourself, 
"The jury had its doubts and gave 


you the benefit of the doubt. 
You 


have been ably defended and had aa 
fair a trial as man ever was given 
It is through the efforts of your at- 
torneys that sufficient facts were pre- 
sented to convince .the jury that there 
was a reasonable doubt of your guilt 
or innocence and .you, owe them, at- 
torneys and jury,' your gratitude. 
"Remember that it is a crime to 


harbor malice and revenge and if you 
will learn to think kindly thoughts of 
your 
fellow men and treat them 


squarely and honorably they will re- 
turn like treatment to you." 
Perruccio awaited the verdict with 
some anxiety. He was concerned lest 
the outcome .would be a disagreement 
a,nd in the court" room Saturday after- 
noon seemed much distressed when it 
seemed almost inevitable that his case 
must be tried again.' 
' 'Perruccio calmly discussed his case 
at his cell in the county jail on Sun- 
day. . He was .disappointed, lit said, at 
the jury's verdict. "I am sorry," he 
continued, "that Polachi is dead, and 
that I shot him, but .1 think my act 
was justifiable and I felt sure that 
the jury would acquit me of murder." 
Asked concerning his cast Perruccio 


explained it with some hesitation as 
follows: "If strangers came into your 
house and took your things, threaten- 
ing to shoot and 
then 
attacked a 


friend, I can't see how 1 could do 
much else. When 1 saw the man fall 
my friend I thought 
sure 
he had 
knifed him and I sought to protect 
myself. 
"The papers have told tales of white 
slaves and heartless murder, but that 
is untrue. I've tried to live right and 
I wanted to marry and be happy." 
Mr. and Mrs. Simone, to whose young 
daughter 
Angeline, 
aged 
fourteen, 
Perruccio was engaged to be married 
as soon as she was old enough, spent 
yesterday with the convicted 'man in 
iiis jail cell. 
It was in the Simone 
store that the shooting occurred. The 
Simqnes are very friendly with Per- 
ruccio and have stood by him through- 
out the trial. 
Young Perruccio is a nice looking, 


well appearing j'oung fellow, far be- 
yond the average of the majority of 
his countrymen who are seen in this 
section of the country. 
He 'speaks 
English with facility and is bright and 
intelligent. 


The report that he wept after hear- 


ing the jury's verdict and refused to 
eat his supper was denied both by 
him. 
and by Sheriff .Whipple, who de- 
clared Perruccio was a model pris- 
oner. "I am,ready .to. take whatever, 
punishment the court may give," said 
Perr.uccio. "I am sure Judge Grimm 
will give me a square deal. 


"If the papers say that I didn't eat, 
they should have seen me pack away 
that Sunday dinner. 
I am going to 
eat enough here to prepare for what 
may come later," and he lapsed into 
silence, his smiling face taking on a 
serious frown. 


On other topics he was able to con- 
verse freely and showed an interest 
in the sports of the day and was able 
to talk intelligently on all the sub- 
jects brought into conversation.

and 
usefulness. 
We have 


given it the name of the Great Com- 
moner, Abraham Lincoln, but in its 
growth it has become more and not 
iess a church. During these'thirty-one 
years it has been my privilege to help 
shape the great Parliament of Relig- 
ion, to edit through all these years 
Unity, which as a messenger of free- 
dom and character in religion, repre- 
sents as I believe, my greatest service 
in life."

This convalescent received many gifts of flowers 


fruit, magazines, etc., during her illness, but she after- 
wards declared that none meant so much to her as th« 
gift of the intelligent suggestion. 
She was too weak 
to sit up or read much; she could not be constantly 
attended; and time hung cruelly heavy 
To be able 
by merely turning her head on the pillow to see the 
simple but interesting drama of the neighborhood life 
as it was enacted on the street below, was an invalu 
able diversion. 


Anything which occupies the convalescent's mind 
in a pleasant and not too exciting manner is invalu 
able. 
Instead of giving an invalid cut flowers give 


him a growing plant with plenty ol' buds and half-open 
blossoms upon it. 
In addition to his pleasure in the 
beauty of the flowers he will also enjoy watching the 
development of the plant.

Saturday Night—JHad Robbed

At the station he was searched and 
the authorities found an old relic re- 
volver that contained several shells, 
one of which was 
loaded. 
Sparas 
stated that he had found tlie gun at

store on South Main street. The po- 
lice are inclined to doubt both ex- 
planations as the gun is at least forty 
years old, being one of the first (twen- 
ty-two calibers manufactured. It is 
known as ari old square seven shoot- 
er or "pop" gun.
